Seeing tliat their commit- 
tee is in a quandarj-, there being equal voting upon the question, 
they .should not fail in declaring themselves one way or the 
-other. 

; An impasse has been reached by the committee. Equal votes 
have been cast for (a) holding the Junior Prom at the Union 
on December fitli -vvilh a charge of $5.50, and (b) liolding the 
•Junior Prom in the Windsor Hotel on December 13th with â 
-charge of $6.00. The only solution that can be final is the voting 
.fr:-t)f -the Junior Year. A ballot paper is printed in this issue and 
i: boxes will be placed in each building for their reception. The de- 
'!,' cision will be by numbers and not by the decision of each facul- 
•ty ■ . 

With other University activities during the last few years 
the tendency lias been to bring back student affairs to the cam- 
pus. The Junior Prom has never had to face such a determined 
situation before as this. The argument for those who wish to 
have the Prom at the Windsor Hotel is that students find that 
they cannot have a good time in the Union. This is news. They 
. claim that the sitting-out room is inadequate and that after a 
dance it is rather hard to balance on a billiard table. Of course 
billiard tables have their uses. The only advantage we can see 
in having the Prom at a hotel is that there are more rooms and 
better facilities^! or drinks. Probably these are the major réà- 
sons. 

N Those >vho stand for the Prom being held at the Union claim 
that being a distinctly University affair the dance in the Union 

i would give it that more appeal. Anyone can go down to a hotel 
•.«ndidance any day of the week, but Junior Proms are but once 
a year. If held in the hotel there will be a minimum of decora- 
tion while at the Union the prom has always had a distinctive 

t decorative scheme. Of course this means extra work for the com- 
mittee. 

■ Comment has been made that the acoustic properties of the 
jUjïion Ballroom are deplorable and that to have any effect at 
all from the music a false crepe paper ceiling must be iised. The 
first date decided upon for the Prom was December 6th and 
rnany have kept that date open. As the time goes further into 
iDecember the more congested are the social functions, and cer- 
tain deb dances have been named that might have to ha consider- 
ed. If held in the M'indsor Hotel the expenses will be higher 
and therefore a greater chai'ge for tickets w;ould have to be made. 

The matter is in the hands of those who vote today and we 
can but say that distinctly University functions should have a 
iUniversity atmosphere.

ISTS ■women are Included In the total, 
or aijpryiimately twenty-five per 
cent of the entire enrollment. "Women 
arc found in every co'.ksc- of liie Uni- 
versity with the exception of Civil 
Engineering. Two women are regis- 
tered in the Veterinary Co'.legc, three 
in Jlochanlcal Engineering, and one 
in Electrical Engineering. An jn- 
creasing number of woiuen are en- 
rolling in the College of Arciiitecture, 
there being IS In the Collese this 
year. The Law School has 1Ï women. 

Increases in total enrollment are 
shown by the Colleges of Arts and 
•Sciences, Mecluiiilcu-l l-:nt'liir,oi-ing. 
Agriculture, Home Ecoiioml';^-, Hotel 
Management, and the I-hw «cliool. 
Decreases appeared In the schools of 
Civil Engineering and Electrical En- 
gineering yn<l 111 tlie Veterinary Col- 
lege in Ithaca, and a small decrease 
was noted In the Medical College lo- 
cated in Now York City. The latter 
decrease l,s -duo to the limited enroll- 
ment of the College, and not to any 
liuîk of oppli<».nts, ^

I'or a lonp; llmo nuw.s- 
paper.-! wcro mostly written by In- 
dividuals and eonlalned only local 
news. AVilh the devolopinoni of the 
Irlegraph, however, foreign lool; n 
very Important place In Iho pal1pr^^ 
and more writers came on llio papers, 
effectins: a chanso in policy and in 
sl.vlo. 

New Stylo 

; Horclo.\irc, Iho newsjiaprr stylo had 
j been rather inclined to llio literary 
( and reports \yere written in a rather 
I ronderouK mode in which ono had to 
I .«carch for the principle points. Xow, 
i liowcvcr the stylo became less book- 
isli, the principle points' were given 
.u-rcat prominence, and quletnc'^s gave 
place, to a ccrlaiti extent, to sen- 
sationalism. 

The editing .nul management had 
up to this tinit been po.'^siblo for a 
sma:i group of mon wilii little cap- 
ital, hut with the increasing cost of 
machinery it became a commercial 
undertaking instead, ot .a personal 
venture, and the growing newspaper 
advertising put the matter on the 
basis of bi.ç business. 

A great deal has been said recently 
on tiio dependency. o£ papers on ad- 
vertising. The bedrock of a news- 
paper is, however, not advertising but 
news. AVithout news a p.apcr would 
get no circulation whatsoever, It 
ivouid thereorc get no advertising and 
would undoubtedly fail. iJluch has 
also been said upon tho- time when 
the "per.'ect pai;cr" -without advertis- 
ing would aiiiic'ir. Kucli ;i, paper 
could not be as good as the present 
day paper for it would have to depend 
upon subsidies of some kind or anoth- 
er which would liardly he a good in- 
fluence on llio quality of the nojvs. 
Careful Editing 
An editor must be very careful what 
he allows into iila columns, both in 
the news and advertising, for the 
.lub'ie Jius absolute power of life and 
death over tho destinies of n, news- 
paper. Ail advorli.-sin,T Is now rarc- 
fully censored and the new.-* Is made 
as accurate as jioaslble, 

A much iiiuot|;d question is wliollier 
or jiot the power of the press is wan- 
ing. It It was it would Indiealo more 
thinking ability on (ho |iart of (he 
pubilc, but as newspaper oinailation 
Is coiitantly Increasing it is doubtful 
If this condition really e.\ii-l:j. q-jie 
tiapors have as much i-.nwin- ,im mcr 
but lli.ir influence is bi^cominy more 
uholcsome, particularly jn jiolitlcs.
